Bush: Hamas attacks on 
Israel an act of terror’

WASHINGTON (AP) - President George W. 
Bush on Friday branded the Hamas rocket 
attacks on Israel an “act of terror” and outlined 
his own condition for a cease-fire in Gaza, 
saying no peace deal would be acceptable 


without monitoring to halt the flow of smuggled 
weapons to terrorist groups. 

Bush chose his taped, weekly radio address 
to speak for the first time about one of the 
bloodiest Mideast clashes in decades. It began 
a week ago.

Snow storm blocks Northwest roads 


PORTLAND, Ore. - A mud 
slide destroyed a home Friday, 
briefly trapping its occupants, 
and flooding, mud and deep 
snow blocked roads as the 
latest winter storm pummeled 
the Northwest. 

Residents of a home in 
suburban Lake Oswego 
called 911 early Friday saying 
they were trapped after mud 
flowed into their home, filling 
the first floor. They escaped 
out a window and were taken 
to a hospital, said deputy Fire 
Marshall Gert Zoutendijk. He 
said their lives were not in 
danger. 

Authorities said 21 nearby 
homes were evacuated. 
Outside Portland in Clackamas 


County, about 30 families were 
evacuated from a mobile home 
park because of flooding and 
about 60 roads were closed. 
County officials declared a 
state of emergency. 

The storm dropped just over 3 
inches of rain east of Portland 
before the sky cleared during 
the morning, and 3.9 inches 
fell in Aurora, south of the 
city. 

In the Cascade range in 
Washington, heavy snow kept 
one of that state’s three main 
east-west mountain passes 
closed Friday. 

All three Cascade passes were 
closed for most of New Year’s 
Day, but crews reopened 
Interstate90across Snoqualmie 


Pass late Thursday and U.S. 2 
and U.S. 12 over Stevens Pass 
on Friday morning. 

Avalanche warnings were in 
effect for the Cascades and 
Olympics in Washington. 
Southeast of Portland, a 
highway east of Sandy 
remained shut down Friday 
by a slide that piled mud and 
broken trees up 2 feet deep on 
Thursday. 

Oregon’s Columbia River 
Highway was closed by slides 
between the Vista House and 
Multnomah Falls, and the state 
Department of Transportation 
reported numerous other 
closings, including one lane 
of Interstate 205 south of 
Portland. □ 


U.S. readying south Afghan

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) - Pakistan reopened the main 
supply route for U.S. and NATO troops in Afghanistan on 
Friday after blocking it for three days during an operation 
against militants blamed for repeated attacks on convoys in the 
Khyber Pass, an official said. 

Authorities say the operation was a success, but a similar 
offensive in June failed to curtail attacks and was followed by 
a controversial peace deal with tribal elders in the northwest 
Khyber region that U.S. officials say allowed militants to 
regroup. 

The U.S. plans to deploy up to 30,000 additional troops to 
landlocked Afghanistan next year, further increasing the 
importance of secure supply routes through Pakistan, which 
deliver up to 75 percent of the fuel, food and other goods used 
by Western forces.

Israeli warplanes have rained 
bombs on Gaza, targeting the 
Palestinian militant group 
Hamas, which has traumatized 
southern Israel with intensifying 
rocket attacks. 

“The United States is leading 
diplomatic efforts to achieve 


a meaningful cease-fire that 
is fully respected,” Bush said. 
“Another one-way cease-fire 
that leads to rocket attacks on 
Israel is not acceptable.

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in Gaza comes to an end.” 

The White House released 
Bush’s radio address a day early. 
It airs on Saturday morning. 
More than 400 Palestinians and 
four Israelis have been killed in 
the latest offensive. The U.N. 
estimated Friday that a quarter 
of the Palestinians killed were 
civilians. In their waning days 
in power, Bush and Secretary 
of State Condoleezza Rice have 
been working the phones with 
world allies to try organize a 
truce. 

Bush offered no criticism of 
Israel, depicting the country’s 
air assaults as a response to 
the attacks on its people. The 
White House will not comment 
on whether it views the Israeli 
response as proportionate or not 
to the scope of rocket attacks on 
Israel. 

“This recent outburst of violence 
was instigated by Hamas - a 
Palestinian terrorist group 
supported by Iran and Syria that 
calls for Israel’s destruction,” 
Bush said. “Eighteen months 
ago, Hamas took over the Gaza 
Strip in a coup, and since then 
has imported thousands of guns 
and rockets and mortars. Egypt 
brokered a cease-fire between 


Hamas and Israel, but Hamas 
routinely violated that cease¬ 
fire by launching rockets into 
Israel.” 

The president said Hamas 
ultimately ended the cease-fire 
altogether on Dec. 19 and “soon 
unleashed a barrage of rockets 
and mortars that deliberately 
targeted innocent Israelis - an 
act of terror that is opposed 
by the legitimate leader of the 
Palestinian people, President 
(Mahmoud) Abbas.” 

Hamas-run Gaza has been 
largely isolated from the rest 
of the world since the Islamic 
militants won parliamentary 
elections in 2006. Then Hamas 
violently seized control of 
the Gaza Strip in June 2007, 
expelling forces loyal to the 
moderate Abbas _ the “coup” to 
which Bush referred. 

Bush expressed deep concern 
about the humanitarian 
suffering of the Palestinian 
people in Gaza. U.N. officials 
say Gaza’s 1.5 million residents 
face an alarming situation under 
constant Israeli bombardment, 
with hospitals overcrowded 
and both fuel and food supplies 
growing scarce. 

Bush blamed Hamas. 


“By spending its resources 
on rocket launchers instead 
of roads and schools, Hamas 
has demonstrated that it has 
no intention of serving the 
Palestinian people,” Bush 
said. “America has helped by 
providing tens of millions of 
dollars in humanitarian aid, and 
this week we contributed an 
additional $85 million through 
the United Nations. We have 
consistently called on all in the 
region to ensure that assistance 
reaches those in need.” 

The White House has cautiously 
said Israel must be mindful of 
the toll its military strikes will 
have on civilians. Here, too, 
Bush blamed Hamas for hiding 
within the civilian population. 
“Regrettably, Palestinian 

civilians have been killed in 
recent days,” he said. 
International calls for a cease¬ 
fire have been growing. 
Increasingly, the conflict 
appears to be another one that 
President-elect Barack Obama 
will inherit when he takes 
office in Jan. 20. Rice on Friday 
briefed Bush on developments 
in Gaza but said she had no 
plans to make an emergency 
visit to the region. Q 
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Motorists’ habits spur call for tax increases

WASHINGTON - Motorists 
are driving less and buying less 
gasoline, which means fuel 
taxes aren’t raising enough 
money to keep pace with the 
cost of road, bridge and transit 
programs. 

A federal commission created 
by Congress to find a way to 
make up the growing revenue 
shortfall in the program that 
funds highway repairs and 
construction is talking about 
increasing federal gas and 
diesel taxes. 

A roughly 50 percent increase 
in gasoline and diesel fuel 
taxes is being urged by 
the commission until the 
government devises another 
way for motorists to pay for 
using public roads. 

The 15-member National 
Commission on Surface 
Transportation Infrastructure 
Financing is the second group 
in a year to call for increasing 
the current 18.4 cents a gallon 
federal tax on gasoline and 
the 24.4 cents a gallon tax on 
diesel. State fuel taxes vary 
from state to state. 

In a report expected in late 
January, members of the 
infrastructure financing 

commission say they will urge 
Congress to raise the gas tax 
by 10 cents a gallon and the 
diesel tax by about 12 cents to 
15 cents a gallon. At the same 
time, the commission will 
recommend tying the fuel tax 
rates to inflation. 

The commission will also 
recommend that states raise 
their fuel taxes and make 
greater use of toll roads and 
fees for rush-hour driving. 
Although the cost of gasoline 
has dropped dramatically 
in recent months, such tax 
increases could be politically 
treacherous for Democratic 
leaders in Congress. A gas tax 
hike was one of the reasons 
they lost control of the House 
and Senate in the 1994 
elections. President-elect 
Barack Obama has expressed 
concern about raising fuel 
taxes in the current economic 
climate. 

But commission members 
said the government must find 
more road and bridge building 
money somewhere. 


“I’m not excited about a gas 
tax increase, but the reality 
is our current gas tax doesn’t 
pay for upkeep of the system 
we have now,” said Adrian 
Moore, vice president of 
the Reason Foundation, a 
libertarian think tank in Los 
Angeles, and a member of the 
highway revenue commission. 
“We can either let the roads go 
to hell or we can pay more.” 
The dilemma for Congress 
is that highway and transit 
programs are dependent for 
revenue on fuel taxes that 
are not sustainable. Many 
Americans are driving less 
and switching to more fuel- 
efficient cars and trucks, 
and a shift to new fuels and 
technologies like plug-in 
hybrid electric cars will further 
erode gasoline sales. 
According to a draft of the 
financing commission’s 
recommendations, the nation 
needs to move to a new system 
that taxes motorists according 
to how much they use roads. 
While details have not been 
worked out, such a system 
would mean equipping every 
car and truck with a device 
that uses global positioning 
satellites and transponders to 
record how many miles the 
vehicle has been driven, and 
perhaps the type of roads and 
time of day. 

“Most if not all of the 
commissioners have a strong 
belief and commitment 
that we need a fundamental 
transformation of the current 
system,” said commission 
chairman Robert Atkinson, 
president of the Information 
Technology and Innovation 
Foundation, a technology 
policy think tank in 
Washington. 

A study by the Transportation 
Research Board of the 
National Academies estimated 
that the annual gap between 
revenues and the investment 
needed to improve highway 
and transit systems was about 
$105 billion in 2007, and will 
increase to $134 billion in 
2017 under current trends. 
Projected shortfalls in revenue 
led the National Surface 
Transportation Policy and 
Revenue Study Commission, 
in a report issued in January 
2008, to call for an increase of 


as much as 40 cents a gallon 
in the gas tax, phased in over 
five years. 

Charles Whittington, chairman 
of the American Trucking 
Associations, which supports 
a fuel tax increase as long as 
the money goes to highway 
projects, said Congress may 
decide to disguise a fuel tax 
hike as a surcharge to combat 
climate change. 
Transportation is responsible 
for about a third of all U.S. 
carbon emissions created 
by burning fossil fuels. 
Traffic congestion wastes an 
estimated 2.9 billion gallons 
of fuel a year. Less congestion 
would reduce greenhouse 
gases and dependence on 
foreign oil. 

“Instead of calling it a gas 
tax, call it a carbon tax,”

WASHINGTON (AP) 

President-elect Barack 
Obama’s transition team is 
putting the finishing touches 
on an economic recovery 
plan that could run from $675 
billion to $775 billion. 
Briefings for top congressional 
Democratic officials are likely 
this weekend or on Monday, a 
senior transition official said 
Friday. 

Obama is slated to meet 
Monday with House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi and Senate 
Majority Leader Harry Reid 
in a Democratic strategy 
session likely to focus on the 
economic recovery package. 
Democrats had hoped to 
get the recovery plan set for 
Obama’s signature as close to 
Inauguration Day as possible, 
but it is plain that the schedule 
is slipping. 

When Congress convenes next 


week there will only be two 
weeks before the inauguration. 
The earliest the measure could 
reach the House floor is the 
week of Jan. 12, said a Pelosi 
spokesman, and even that is 
looking doubtful. 

Republican leaders have 
demanded time to scrutinize 
the measure, a request that 
seems likely to be granted, 
at least in part. A separate 
Obama transition official 
promised “full transparency” 
in considering the plan. 

The Senate’s top Republican, 
Mitch McConnell, again 
protested Friday that his party 
and the public need time to 
scrutinize the Obama plan so 
that “every dollar needs to be 
spent wisely and not wasted in 
the rush to get it spent.” 
Congressional aides briefed 
on the measure say it’s likely 
to blend tax cuts of $500 
to $1,000 for middle-class 
individuals and couples with 


about $200 billion to help 
revenue-starved states with 
their Medicaid programs and 
other operating costs. 

A large portion of the measure 
will go toward infrastructure 
projects, blending old- 
fashioned brick and mortar 
programs like road and bridge 
repairs and water projects 
with new programs such as 
research and development 
on energy efficiency and 
an expensive rebuilding of 
the information technology 
system for health care. 

Despite the proposal’s big 
price tag, a top lawmaker 
questioned whether the 
economic situation is so dire 
that Congress may not be 
able to pump money into the 
economy fast enough. 

“My main worry is whether or 
not we can find enough places 
to responsibly put money so 
that you have a big enough 
effect to correct the problem or 
at least mitigate the problem,” 
said House Appropriations 
Committee Chairman David 
Obey. 

Obey said the focus is on 
getting taxpayer dollars into 
programs that can spend it 
quickly such as aid to states 
suffering massive budget 
gaps. He declined to go into 
other specifics but said the 
measure won’t lead to many 
permanent spending hikes. 
“We are trying to focus on 
what can get out the fastest 
that will not be built into 
the budget baseline when 
the recession is over,” Obey

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AliTran apologizes for removing Muslim passengers

WASHINGTON (AP) _ An 
airline apologized Friday to 
nine Muslims kicked off a New 
Year’s Day flight to Florida 
after other passengers reported 
hearing a suspicious remark 
about airplane security. 

One of the passengers on 
the AirTran flight said the 
confusion started at Reagan 
National Airport just outside 
Washington, D.C., when he 
talked about the safest place to 
sit on an airplane. 

Orlando, Florida-based AirTran 
said in a statement that it 
refunded the passengers’ air 
fare and planned to reimburse 
them for replacement tickets 
they bought on US Airways. 
AirTran also offered to take the 
passengers back to Washington 
free of charge. 

“We apologize to all of the 
passengers _ to the nine who 
had to undergo extensive 
interviews from the authorities 
and to the 95 who ultimately 
made the flight,” the statement 
said. “Nobody on Flight 175 
reached their destination on 
time on New Year’s Day, and 
we regret it.” 

The airline said the incident on 
the flight from Reagan National 
Airport to Orlando was a 
misunderstanding, but the steps 
taken were necessary. 

A U.S. Muslim advocacy 
group, meanwhile, filed a 
complaint Friday with the U.S. 
Department of Transportation. 
“It is incumbent on any airline 
to ensure that members of the 
traveling public are not singled 
out or mistreated based on 


their perceived race, religion 
or national origin” the Council 
for American-Islamic Relations 
said. 

One of the Muslim passengers, 
Atif Irfan, said the family 
probably would not fly home 
with AirTran because members 
had already booked tickets on 
another airline, but appreciated 
the apology. 

“It’s definitely nice to hear,” he 
said. 

Irfan said when he boarded the 
flight Thursday, he mentioned 
something to his wife and 
sister-in-law about having to sit 
in the back. 

His sister-in-law replied that 
she believed the back of the 
airplane was the safest, but 
Irfan believed it was better to 
be by the wings. 

“She said, ‘Yes, I guess it 
makes sense not to be close to 
the engine in case something 
happens,” Irfan recalled 
Friday. “It was a very benign 
conversation.” 

Shortly after taking their 
seats, members of the group 
were approached by federal 
air marshals and taken off the 
plane, Irfan said. They stood in 
the jet bridge connected to the 
airport and answered questions 
while other passengers exited 
and glared at them. 

Irfan said he thought he and the 
others were profiled because of 
their appearance. The men had 
beards and the women wore 
headscarves, traditional Muslim 
attire. 

“My wife and I are generally 
very careful about what we say 
when we step on the plane,” 
he said, adding that they have 
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received suspicious looks in the 
past. “We’re used to this sort of 
thing _ but obviously not to this 
extent.” 

Irfan, 29, is a lawyer who lives 
in Alexandria, Virginia. He was 
traveling to a religious retreat 
in Florida with his wife, along 
with his brother and his family, 
including three children, ages 
7, 4 and 2. They were joined by 
his brother’s sister-in-law and a 
family friend. 

Federal officials ordered the 
rest of the passengers from the 
plane and re-screened them 
before allowing the flight to 
depart about two hours behind 
schedule. The family and friend

Chinese police detain 
tainted milk activist 

BEIJING (AP) - Police detained the father of a child sickened 
by tainted milk apparently to prevent him and other parents 
from holding a news conference to complain that proposed 
compensation for their ill children is too low, a lawyer said 
Friday. 

Dairies announced details of a 1.1 billion yuan ($160 million) 
compensation plan this week as at least 17 people went on 
trial for the contamination that killed at least six children and 
sickened nearly 300,000 others. The milk contained melamine, 
an industrial chemical that caused kidney stones in children. 
Twenty-two dairies implicated in the scandal sent a mass 
New Year’s text-message to Chinese mobile phone users 
apologizing for the contamination. “We deeply express our 
grief, sincerely apologize and earnestly hope to be pardoned,” 
the message said. 

The news conference, scheduled for Friday, was called off 
after organizer Zhao Fianhai was picked up Thursday, said Fi 
Fangping, a lawyer for some of the parents. He said Zhao was 
being held at a Beijing hotel. 

“The purpose was to prevent the parents from holding a news 
conference,” Fi said, adding that 10 parents had planned to 
participate. 

The Communist government, which seeks to control what the 
public sees and hears, frequently suppresses comments about 
disasters. 

The parents “said the compensation was unilaterally set by the 
companies with no participation from victims’ families,” Fi 
said. “They thought the amount of compensation was quite 
low.” 

Under the plan, families whose children died would receive 
200,000 yuan ($29,000), while others would receive 30,000 
yuan ($4,380) for serious cases of kidney stones and 2,000 
yuan ($290) for less severe cases, according to state media. 
Another 200 million yuan ($29 million) would go to a fund to 
cover bills for lingering health problems. 

But a farmer whose son suffered kidney stones and liver 
damage told The Associated Press this week the compensation 
wouldn’t even cover his medical expenses. 

Zhao, who has a 3-year-old child who fell ill but has since 
recovered, organized other parents and created a Web site 
about the contamination, Fi said. 

The scandal has battered China’s reputation and set back 
government efforts to restore confidence in the safety of its 
products following warnings and recalls abroad about toxic or 
faulty goods. □

Militants have stepped up attacks against 

convoys passing through Khyber in recent 

months and have also ransacked terminals in 

the nearby city of Peshawar holding supplies 

including Humvees intended for the Afghan 

army. 

American officials say the attacks have not 
affected their ability to operate in Afghanistan 
but have acknowledged they are looking for 
ways to improve security along the route and 
are investigating alternative ways to deliver 
supplies. They have praised the Pakistani 
operation, which started Tuesday and used 
artillery and helicopter gunships to destroy 
suspected militant hide-outs. 

The top administration official in Khyber, Tariq 
Hayat Khan, said Friday that the operation 
would continue, but not close enough to the 
road through the Khyber Pass to disrupt traffic. 
Khan displayed a large cache of weapons 
seized during the operation, including heavy 
machine guns and rocket launchers, and said 
43 suspected militants had been arrested. 

The U.S. has also attempted to disrupt al-Qaida 
and Taliban militants on the Afghan border by 
firing missiles from unmanned aircraft. 

A suspected U.S. missile strike killed three 
militants and wounded two others in the South 
Waziristan tribal area Friday, the second in 
as many days in the lawless region, said two 
intelligence officials, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because they were not authorized 
to talk to the media. 


Villager Yar Mohammed said the missile hit an 
abandoned school in the village of Medan. 

The strikes have angered local residents and 
the Pakistani government, which says they are 
a violation of the country’s sovereignty. But the 
U.S. has continued the practice in an attempt 
to stop the militants from staging cross-border 
attacks against Western forces in Afghanistan. 
Washington usually does not confirm such 
strikes, and Pakistani military officials were 
not immediately available for comment on 
Friday’s attack. 

Militants in Pakistan’s tribal areas have also tried 
to enforce their strict interpretation of Islam on 
local residents. Militants in North Waziristan 
warned Friday that all co-educational schools in 
the region must close by Jan. 5 or they “will be 
responsible for their actions.” Clerics read out 
the warning at mosques during Friday prayers 
in the region’s main town of Miran Shah. 
Many Islamic fundamentalists believe their 
faith calls for strict segregation of the sexes, 
and some disapprove of any female education. 
Suspected militants have attacked several girls’ 
schools in Pakistan’s northwest Swat Valley in 
recent months. 

Miran Shah’s two co-educational schools 
are believed to be the only ones in North 
Waziristan. 

Anayatullah Khan, whose 7-year-old daughter 
attends one of the coed schools, said he would 
transfer her to a girls’ school even though she 
would prefer to stay. 

“If we do not comply, it can be dangerous for 
us,” he said. □ 


Thai police probe club fire that killed dozens

BANGKOK, Thailand - 
Thailand’s interior minister 

said Friday that a Bangkok 
nightclub fire that killed about 
60 New Year’s Eve partygoers 
could further damage the 
country’s image, already 

battered by widespread 

political protests and a recent 
weeklong closure of the 

capital’s two airports. 

The statement came as police 
investigated the cause of the 
fire and grieving families 
prayed for the spirits of their 
loved ones. Police Maj. 
Gen. Jongrak Jutanont said 
authorities were focusing on 
whether the blaze was sparked 
by a countdown fireworks 
display organized by the club 
owners or by firecrackers 
brought in by guests. 

A Singaporean was among the 
dead, while injured foreigners 
were from Australia, Belgium, 
Britain, France, Japan, 
Singapore, South Korea and 
the United States, according 
to officials and reporters. 
Interior Minister Chavarat 
Charnvirakul said the blaze 


could further damage the 
country’s image, already hurt 
by months of anti-government 
protests that culminated in 
an occupation of Bangkok’s 
airports. The unrest has 
crippled the country’s 
essential tourism industry 
at a time when the economy 
was already sagging amid the 
global financial meltdown. 
“It’s about the lax law 
enforcement which we need to 
strengthen,” he told reporters 
while visiting victims at 
Chulalongkom Hospital. “But 
an accident like this can happen 
everywhere and in every 
country. But I really don’t 
want this to happen because it 
came from carelessness.” 

The fire broke out shortly after 
midnight and raced through 
the jammed two-story club, 
trapping many as they tried to 
flee through one main door. 
Nicole Trau, an Austrian 
woman who survived the 
blaze, told the Austria Press 
Agency that her group 
initially thought the fire was 
part of the festivities. “At the 
beginning, it was really small, 
and we thought it was part of 


the show,” Trau, who escaped 
injury, was quoted as saying. 
“But then it started looking 
extremely hot and we knew 
something wasn’t right. Within 
minutes, the entire upper floor 
was in flames.” Alex Wargacki, 
a British foreign exchange 
trader, said an “angel” dragged 
him out of the club after he 
became unconscious from 
smoke inhalation, the British 
Broadcasting Corp. reported 
on its Web site. 

“I woke up and heard this voice 
saying, 6 come on, come on this 
way.’ Then I felt myself being 
dragged towards an exit,” the 
BBC quoted him as saying 
from the hospital where he is 
in intensive care. “Had it not 
been for this voice with the 
hand of an angel I would not 
be alive today.” 

No charges related to the 
fire have yet been filed, but 
the owner, Thai-Chinese 
businessman Wisuth Setsawat, 
was initially charged with 
allowing underage customers 
into the Santika Club, Jongrak 
said. A17-year-old high school 
student was found among the 
dead, he said. □ 
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Israel lets Palestinians flee; UN warns of crisis

EREZ CROSSING, Israel 
(AP) - Israel allowed several 
hundred Palestinians with 
foreign passports to flee Gaza 
across its border on Friday, as 
its warplanes pressed on with a 
blistering seven-day offensive 
against Hamas. 

The evacuees told of crippling 
shortages of water, electricity 
and medicine, echoing a 
U.N. warning of a deepening 
humanitarian crisis in the 
besieged strip. The U.N. 
estimates that at least a quarter 
of the 400 Palestinians killed 
by Israeli airstrikes against 
Hamas militants in the Gaza 
Strip were civilians. 

Jawaher Hajji, a 14-year-old 
U.S. citizen who was allowed 
to cross into Israel, said her 
uncle was one of them - killed 
while trying to pick up some 
medicine for her cancer- 
stricken father. She said her 
father died of his illness 
several days later. 

“They are supposed to destroy 
just the Hamas, but people in 
their homes are dying too,” 
she said, at the Erez crossing 
between Gaza and Israel. 
Meanwhile, in Washington, 
Secretary of State Condoleezza 
Rice accused Gaza’s Hamas 
rulers of holding the people 
of Gaza hostage and said an 
end to violence would only be 
possible once Hamas halted 


its rocket fire against Israel. 
She said the United States 
continues to seek a “durable 
and sustainable” cease-fire. 
“The Hamas has used Gaza 
as a launching pad for rockets 
against Israeli cities, and 
has contributed deeply to a 
very bad daily life for the 
Palestinian people in Gaza 
and to a humanitarian situation 
that we have all been trying to 
address,” she told reporters. 
“We are working toward a 
cease-fire that would not 
allow a re-establishment of 
the status quo.” 

International calls for a cease¬ 
fire have been growing, and 
French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy is expected in the 
region next week. 

Israeli troops in bases in 
southern Israel are awaiting 
orders to invade Gaza. 

Exiled Hamas leader Khaled 
Mashaal, speaking from 
Damascus, warned that any 
ground assault would lead 
Israel to “a black destiny 
of dead and wounded.” He 
asserted that the group had 
sustained minimal losses. 

He did, however, say Hamas 
was “ready to cooperate with 
any effort leading to an end to 
the Israeli offensive against 
Gaza, lifting the seige and 
opening all crossings.” 

Israel also appears to be open 
to the intense diplomatic 


efforts by Arab and European 
leaders, saying it would 
consider stopping its punishing 
aerial assaults if international 
monitors were brought in to 
track compliance with any 
truce with Hamas. 

Israel launched its campaign 
last Saturday in an attempt 
to halt weeks of intensifying 
Palestinian rocket fire from 
Gaza. The offensive has dealt 
a heavy blow to Hamas but 
has not stopped the rocket 
fire, which continues to strike 
deeper and deeper into Israel. 
Three Israeli civilians and one 
soldier have been killed in the 
rocket attacks. 

Over 30 rockets were fired on 
southern Israel Friday, lightly 
injuring four. Sirens warning 
Israelis to take cover when 
military radar picks up an 
incoming rocket have helped 
reduce casualties in recent 
days. 

Israeli TV showed footage of 
a table set for the traditional 
Sabbath meal covered with 
shrapnel and broken glass. 
After destroying Hamas’ 
security compounds early in 
the operation, Israel has turned 
its attention to the group’s 
leadership. In airs trike after 
airstrike early Friday, Israeli

Peyton Manning was named 
NFL Most Valuable Player 
for the third time by The 
Associated Press on Friday, 
tying Brett Favre for the 
most honors. Manning was a 
landslide winner in balloting 
by a U.S.-wide panel of 50 
sports writers and broadcasters 
who cover the NFL. Manning 
also was the league MVP in 
2003, when he shared it with 
Tennessee quarterback Steve 
McNair, and in 2004. 

Favre, then with Green Bay, 
took MVP honors in 1995 
and 4 96 before sharing it with 
Detroit running back Barry 
Sanders in 1997. 

“I know it’s an individual 
award, but ... truly, in my 
opinion, a team award,” said 
Manning, who received 32 
votes, far ahead of Miami 
quarterback Chad Pennington 


(4) and Atlanta running back 
Michael Turner (4). 

“It’s been the most rewarding 
regular season that I’ve been 
a part of in my 11 years, and 
I have to believe a lot of the 
other players and even coaches 
might feel the same way.” 

This has been a most unusual 
season for the Colts, who 
normally have the AFC South 
division just about clinched by 
the end of November. Manning 
had two operations on his left 
knee in the preseason, cutting 
into practice time, blunting 
his usual precision as a passer 
and, eventually, leading to a 3- 
4 start. 

From there, with Manning 
becoming sharper by the week, 
the Colts won nine straight 
games to secure a wild-card 
berth and a meeting with San 
Diego this Saturday. 


In that nine-game streak, 
Manning was 209-of-290 
for 2,248 yards and 17 
touchdowns, with only three 
interceptions. He extended 
his NFL record with his ninth 
4,000-yard season and finished 
with 27 touchdown passes and 
12 interceptions. 

Manning called the award 
emblematic of what others, 
including Colts owner Jim 
Irsay, president Bill Polian 
and coach Tony Dungy, did to 
help rally the team to make the 
playoffs for a seventh straight 
season. 

“I really accept this award 
on behalf of the team and 
the organization because 
there is no way we would be 
in the playoffs and bounced 
back without those three 
people creating a winning 
environment,” he said.Q

El presidente Raul Castro, 
que reemplazo hace casi 
un ano a su convaleciente 
hermano Fidel en el poder, 
dijo en un discurso que la 
revolucion fue un “justiciero 
cataclismo social”. 

“Hoy la revolucion es mas 
fuerte que nunca y jamas 
ha cedido un milimetro 
en sus principios ni en los 
momentos mas dificiles”, 
dijo el general de 77 anos 
en Santiago de Cuba, la 
ciudad donde Fidel Castro 
anuncio el 1 de enero de
